Couldn’t Pay-Attempted Suicide. 


A German farmer named John Ail­ 
ing, or Ohling, liv ing fiv e miles south­ 
west of Pecatonica in 
WiDneb ago 
county attempted 
suicide Tuesday 
morning b ecause he was unab le to 
meet his deb ts. While a constab le 
waited for him In the house Ailing 
shot himself in the b arm. 
He aimed 
tor the temple, b ut shot too high and 
the b ullet failed to * penetrate his 
skull. Dr. Latham, who attended him, 
said that his injuries were slight and 
that he would soon recov er. 
It appears that Ailing had b een 
[hard pressed for some time 
Last 
! week he sold his oats to Doty & Salis: 
b ury of Pecatonica and collected $100 
as an adv ance payment, Two days 
later he hauled the oats b o Winneb a­ 
go and sold them a second time. When 
Doty & Salisb ury heard of this they 
swore out a warrant charging him 
with ob taining money under false pre­ 
tenses and sent Constab le Eddy out to 
serv e the papers. 
Ohling used a small, old fashioned 
style German make pistol and threw 
it away after failing to kill himself. 
Eddy left Ohling at home to b e nursed 
and will place him In custody later. 
He is ab out 50 years old, has a wife 
and two children and an ugly disposi­ 
tion. He refused to allow the doctor 


t o d r e s s his wound or anyone else to 
touch him. The b ullet only went 
through the top of his skull. 


Fire in Prophetstown. 
Only a few days ago we noted the 
fact of the fire In the iail at Prophets­ 
town, which destroyed the life of a 
prisoner there confined. 
Tuesday 
morning at half-past 
fiv e o'clock 
another fire b roke out in the town, 
this time in the b lacksmith shop of 
John Mulnix and a wood-workers shop 
b y Chas. Baldwin. The buildiD g was 
a frame structure, located in the same 
part of the town in which the destruc­ 
tiv e fire of two years ago occurred; 
and b ut for the system of waterworks 
since that time put in, this fire would 
doub tless hav e b een eq ually destruc­ 
tiv e, as sev eral other frame b uildings 
stood in close proximity to the b urn­ 
ing shop. As it was, howev er, the 
flames were confined with the walls of 
the one b uilding, which was destroy­ 
ed, with much of its contents—tools, 
material, etc. The loss was ab out 
81,200.

THE COCOANUT PALM. 


It P in y * o n I m p o r t a n t P a r t In Llfw 
a n d In L aw In C e y l o n . 
When a trav eler gets hi.s first sight 
of a p alm grov e he does not easily for­ 
get it. He sees the trees sp ringing up, 
hr it were, from the w ater in which 
their shadows are reflected. 
Besides 
being beautiful ornaments to a land­ 
scap e these p alms are among the most 
useful gifts which nature has giv en to 
the inhabitants of trop ical islands. In 
sup p lying actual necessities and in the 
number of useful p urp oses to which it 
can be ap p lied bamboo tak es first rank , 
but the p alm comes next. To many of 
the p eop le of Ceylon the cocoa nut trees 
are ev erything, and their v ery liv es de­ 
p end up on them. 
The tree sup p lies 
most of their wants, besides giv ing 
them v aluable commercial p roducts. 
In this island there are estimated to 
be nearly 20,000,000 p alm trees, and 
among the p oorer classes a man’s 
wealth Is estimated by the number of 
trees he owns. They form the most im­ 
p ortant asset of bis estate and by will 
are generally div ided among his fain 
lly. As one of the im p ortant traits of 
the Cingalese is hi.s Jov e of litigation, 
one can readily see what an im p ortant 
p art the p alm tree p lays in the law 
cases there. There is a case on record 
In which the two thousand fiv e hun­ 
dred and twentieth p art of a grov e, 
containing only ten trees, was the sul) 
joet of disp ute. One of the greatest 
difficulties which the engineers had to 
encounter in building a railroad across 
the island w as to determine the owner­ 
ship of the p alm trees. The ramifica­ 
tions of relationship s and the fraction­ 
al claims set up were most difficult 
to understand and disentangle.

The p eculiar p hysiological causes of 
w hat is called the break ing of the v oice 
arc not quite understood, blit it is 
k nown to dep end immediately up on an 
organic change in the larynx, the organ 
of the v oice, which occurs in the male 
sex between the ages of fourteen and 
sixteen. 
Before that the larynx of 
boys resembles that of girls, but when 
the v oice begins to break the v ocal 
chords become lengthened at least one- 
third. the angle of the thyroid cartilage 
becomes enlarged,

which connect the organs of the v oice 
with the hyp oid bone and the base of 
the tongue become elongated. 
While the change of form is tak ing 
p lace the v oice is unfitted for singing 
and should be used only with great 
care.
